Novelties  and  Specialties 

Special  attention  is  called  to  the  following  items.  Available  sizes  and  prices 
are  shown  in  the  corresponding  divisions  of  this  list. 

CONIFERS 

CHAMAECYPARIS  lawsoniana  stewarti.  Our  best  golden-hued  conifer.  All  winter  when 
Golden  Arbor  Vitaes  lose  their  color  this  is  at  its  brightest. 

CHAMAECYPARIS  lawsoniana  wisseli.  Wissel  Cypress.  Growth  narrow  and  erect.  Color 
sage  or  blue  green.  Foliage  moss  like.  Rare  and  beautiful. 

CUPRESSUS  glabra  stricta.  A  chance  seedling  originating  with  us.  Growth  much  like  Italian 
Cypress  but  becomes  thicker  at  base.  Color  bright  silvery  blue.  All  plants  offered  are  grafted, 
hence  uniform. 

THUYA  orientalis  beverleyensis.  Not  a  novelty,  but  still  far  from  common.  Growth  erect 
and  slender.  Color  vivid  gold  except  in  winter.  Asi  it  does  not  sunburn  it  is  entirely  supplant¬ 
ing  the  old  Thuya  aurea  conspicua  to  which  it  is  superior  in  every  way. 


BROAD  LEAVED  EVERGREENS 

ARBUTUS  menziesi.  Madrone.  Probably  our  most  beautiful  native  tree.  Hard  to  propagate 
and  of  slow  growth  at  first,  it  has  always  been  scarce.  We  are  now  able  to  furnish  it  in 
quantity. 

BERBERIS  knighti.  Has  the  most  beautiful  foliage  of  all  the  Barberries.  It  has  been  scarce 
for  several  seasons  but  we  now  have  a  fairly  good  stock. 

BERBERIS  verruculosa.  This  is  the  first  time  we  have  been  able  to  offer  this  excellent  and 
distinct  novelty.  Growth  very  compact,  leaves  small  and  holly-shaped. 

CEANOTHUS  arboreus  hybridus.  Flowers  range  through  every  shade  of  blue  from  palest 
lavender  to  deepest  violet. 

CEANOTHUS  cyaneus.  This  beautiful  “Wild  Lilac”  was  discovered  only  a  few  years  ago  in 
San  Diego  County.  We  have  grown  it  before  but  always  sold  out  before  price  list  was  issued. 
It  is  of  rapid  growth  and  bears  a  tremendous  profusion  of  flower  spikes  up  to  10  or  12  inches 
long.  Color  is  the  deepest  imaginable  blue.  One  of  the  best  introductions  in  years. 

COTONEASTER  harroviana.  Surpasses  all  other  Cotoneasters  in  the  profusion  of  red  berries. 

COTONEASTER  praecox.  Growth  is  semi-prostrate,  about  like  C.  horizontalis  but  has  some 
what  larger  leaves  with  wavy  margins.  Its  greatest  merit  is  in  the  large  red  berries  which 
are  colored  by  the  end  of  June  long  before  any  other  has  even  started  to  color.  It  has  been 
greatly  admired  by  all  who  have  seen  it  here.  Stock  very  limited. 

COTONEASTER  pyrenaica.  A  rare  and  little  known  species.  Perfectly  evergreen,  leaves  very 
small  and  growth  directly  downward  so  that  it  is  usually  top-graft^.  Particularly  good  for 
Japanese  Gardens,  rockwork,  etc. 

COTONEASTER  Standards.  By  top  grafting  the  various  Cotoneasters  on  straight  stems  at 
various  heights  a  unique  effect  is  obtained.  This  is  particularly  striking  in  the  prostrate 
varieties  such  as  C.  horizontalis,  microphylia,  prostrata,  pyrenaica,  etc. 

CYTISUS  scoparius  andreanus.  This  is  the  striking  variety  which  has  yellow  and  mahogany 
red  flowers.  Our  grafted  stock  is  very  limited  but  a  large  percentage  of  the  seedlings  offered 
will  come  true. 

EUCALYPTUS  erythronema,  pyriformis,  tetraptera  and  torquata.  These  are  all  new 
red  flowering  species.  Erythronema  is  absolutely  hardy  here  and  has  bloomed  freely.  We 
think  the  others  are  also  hardy,  but  have  not  tested  them  so  thoroughly. 

PHOTINIA  arbutifolia.  Toyon,  Christmas  Berry,  California  Holly.  Although  extremely 
popular  this  is  very  difficult  to  grow  successfully  for  the  first  two  years  from  se^.  By  careful 
study  we  have  mastered  the  process  and  have  by  far  the  largest  stock  in  the  country. 

PHOTINIA  serrulata  nova.  Raised  from  seed  imported  from  China.  It  is  quite  distinct  from 
the  Photinia  serrulata  we  have  had  for  years  in  California.  Leaves  have  slightly  prickly 
margins,  new  growth  is  coppery  and  the  whole  appearance  is  veiw  attractive  inde^.  Ought 
to  become  very  popular.  Sales  have  been  so  heavyiithat  we  can  offer  only  small  plants. 

PITTOSPORUM  phillyraeoides.  Willow  Pittosporum.  Although  very  popular  in  Southern 
California  it  is  almost  unknown  in  other  parts  of  the  State.  It  is  abk)lutely  hardy  in  San 
Jose  with  a  usual  winter  temperature  of  24  degrees  so  will  thrive  in  most  sections  of  Cali¬ 
fornia.  Has  the  appearance  and  habit  of  an  evergreen  Weeping  Willow. 

RAPHIOLEPIS  indica  rosea.  A  form  of  Raphiolepis  indica  with  pink  flowers  about  the  color 
of  a  Testout  rose.  Originated  here  as  a  chance  sealing  and  propagated  by  grafting.  Hitherto 
our  entire  output  has  been  taken  by  two  or  three  customers  but  we  now  have  a  larger  stock. 

STRANVAESIA  davidiana.  Introduced  by  U.  S.  D.  A.  Growth  is  very  vigorous.  Bears  large 

,  clusters  of  red  berries.  Perfectly  hardy. 

TEMPLETONIA  retusa.  Not  a  novelty, ;  but  scarce  and  very  little  known.  A  leguminous 
shrub  with  attractive  foliage  bearing  coral  red,  somewhat  peashaped  flowers  over  an  Inch 
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FLOWERING  FRUIT  TREES 

WEEPING  APRICOTS,  CHERRIES  and  PEACHES.  These  arc  all  very  rxjvcl  arvd  striking 
trees.  The  Apricots  and  Peaches  arc  extremely  rare. 

JAPANESE  FLOWERING  CHERRIES,  .\lthough  we  have  specialized  in  these  trees  for  years 
and  have  probably  the  largest  collection  of  varieties  in  this  country,  demand  has  been  so 
great  that  we  have  usually  sold  out  before  price  list  was  issued.  We  are  now  propagating 
them  more  heavily  and  only  a  few  kinds  are  sold.  The  others  are  offered  herein  with  very 
brief  descriptions.  If  you  wish  more  complete  information  write  for  our  Descriptive  Cherry 
Circular. 

PEACH  San  Jose  Pink.  Offered  for  the  first  time.  Flowers  double  pink  of  medium  size.  It  is 
far  earlier  than  any  other  peach  in  our  collection  which  should  make  it  extremely  valuable 
for  commercial  cutting. 

PLUM  blirieana.  Not  at  all  a  rxjvelty  on  the  Pacific  Coast  as  we  introduced  it  from  Europe  in 
1917.  But  as  it  seems  to  be  entirely  unknown  in  the  East  we  mention  it  here.  Has  purple 
leaves  like  P.  pissardi  arxi  beautiful  rich  pink,  full  double  flowers  which  are  produced  very- 
early.  Splendid  for  cutting. 

DECIDUOUS  TREES 

BETULA  p>endula  youngi.  Young’s  Weeping  Birch.  Has  the  usual  white  trunk.  Entirely 
different  from  Cut-leaf  Birch.  The  main  brar»ches  are  very  drooping  and  tree  is  entirely  free 
from  formality  or  stiffness. 

CRATAEGUS,  Hawthorn.  Eastern  customers  are  buying  these  beautiful  trees  from  us  nwre 
heavily  each  year.  Corxlitions  here  seem  ideal  for  their  production.  The  branched  trees  have 
perfectly  straight  trunks  and  well  developed  heads. 

KOELREUTERIA  integrifolia.  A  new  species  of  Golden  Rain  Tree  from  China  Beautiful 
bipinnate  foliage  and  large  clusters  of  yellow  flowers. 

MORUS  alba  pendula.  Tea’s  Weeping  Mulberry-.  A  well  known  tree  We  have  a  fine  stock 
of  excellent  trees. 

POPULUS  tremula  pendula.  Weeping  Poplar.  Top  grafted  on  erect  stems  it  makes  a  very 
picturesque  tree.  A  table  with  benches  is  often  built  around  the  trunk.  Very  striking  when 
in  bloom  as  the  catkins  are  several  inches  long. 

SALIX  babylonica  annularis.  Ringleaf  Weeping  W'illow.  Not  new-  but  rare.  Growth  more 
erect  than  Common  Weeping  Willow  but  with  same  drooping  branches  as  it  attains  age. 
Its  marked  characteristic  is  the  shape  of  the  leaves.  Each  one  is  curled  into  a  complete  circle 
or  ring  gixdng  the  tree  a  most  unusual  and  attractive  app>earance. 

SORBUS  aucui>aria  pendula.  The  weeping  form  of  Mountain  Ash  is  rare  and  of  very  strik¬ 
ing  appearance. 


DECIDUOUS  SHRUBS 

FORSYTHIA  intermedia  spectablis.  Far  ahead  of  the  older  Forsythias.  Will  outbloom  any 
of  them  two  to  one.  The  color  is  a  de;^  golden  yellow,  rK>c  pale  like  most.  Further,  it  has 
long  erect  shoots  which  are  covered  w  ith  flow^ers  the  second  y^ear.  Not  only  a  fine  garden 
shrub  but  should  be  very  valuable  for  those  who  grow  cut  flower  material  for  the  florist  trade 

SPIREA  froebeU.  Has  flower  clusters  of  same  size,  shape  and  color  as  Anthony  Waterer  (deep 
wine  red)  but  is  a  much  more  vigorous  grower  hence  decidedly  less  expensive. 

LILACS.  Ojr  list  is  “boiled  down”  by  continued  selection  from  about  150  varieties  which  we 
have  tested.  We  have  dropped  all  but  the  very  best  of  the  older  varieties  as  the  new-er  ones 
are  so  far  superior.  There  is  no  use  of  being  satisfied  with  inferior  sorts  30  or  40  y^ears  old 
when  this  magnificent  collection  is  available.  We  offer  the  latest  European  novelties  includ¬ 
ing  several  of  the  new  "Early  Flow  ering  Lilacs,”  a  distinct  race  which  flower  tw-o  or  three 
weeks  ahead  of  the  ordinary  ty-pe.

WISTERIA  multijuga  rosea.  Pink  Wisteria.  Our  stock  is  guaranteed  to  be  absolutely 
genuine  pink, 

WISTERIA  sinensis.  There  is  much  complaint  about  Wisterias  not  blooming  for  years  after 
planting,  \luch  of  this  is  due  to  planting  seedlings.  Even  grafts  are  slow  unless  properly 
handled  in  the  nursery.  We  have  solved  this  problem  and  guarantee  that  at  least  75%  of  our 
3  year  and  4  year  grafts  of  this  variety  will  bloom  at  once  in  Spring  1930. 


NnSCELLANEOUS

They  are  very  distinct  from  previous  varieties  in  both  appear¬ 
ance  and  habit.  They  are  ten  days  to  two  weelcs  earlier  and  the  clusters  are  borne  well  above  the 
foliage  at  the  ends  of  long  erect  branches.  Leaves  are  only  partially  developed  when  they  bloom. 
These  features  give  them  very  great  value  as  cut  flowers.  We  recommend  them  highly.
